wy HAT a torrid, cruel, barbarous, 
aw, and inhuman Expreffion, was this to 
& to be ufed in a Chriftian Country ? 
Would not any Body be apt to con- 
Iay ceive a moft frightful Idea of the 
Speaker, as a moft rough, terrible, 
ruffian-like Fellow? And yet he 
turns out to be no more than Kit 
frip-about, the Dancing-Matter, as appears by the follow- 
ing Letter, which is a Tranflation from the Speni/>, wrote 
to the Jn/peffor-General of Spain at Madrid, on Occafion 
of a Mifreprefentation of a Fray that happened at a Taurira, 
given at the Expence of the Government in the Province 
of Catalonia ; where the Inhabitants feem ftill to be pri- 
vately attached to the Houfe of Aufria, againft Philip and 
the Family of Bourbon. To make the Tranflation the 
more intelligible to the Engéjb Reader, I fhall give the 
moft difficult Paflages in fuch familiar Expreffions in our 
own Language, as come neareft to the Meaning of the 
Original. 





Moft venerable Don, 


y° U may remember the various Reprefentadous 
which were made and publifhed of the famous Fray, 
that happened at the laft Taurira in this Provimce, as well 
of the minifterial as of the contrary Side. Tho’ Reports 
varied not a little as to Faéts and Manner ; yet they agreed, 
that Blows came firft from the Hands of the Grandees, 
whofe little petty Agents and Tale. Bearers officioufly fpread 
about the Country, and every Corner of Madrid, as if 
three Parts in four of the Gentlemen, Freeholders and 
Farmers of our Province, were difaffected to his Majefty. 
Tis very true, that the High-Titled Don Gowron Trans- 
fugos, who had found Means to infinuate himfelf among 
the Canaille; gave the Country a very bad Example, and 
confequently very unfavourable Impreffions as to the mo/? 
illuflrious Houle of Bourbon, ever fince it became poflefs'd 
of the Throne: But I have the Satisfaétion to affure you, 
that the infe€tious Infinuations, which he threw out fo 
plentifully againft King P4i/ip and his Government, reach’d 
no higher than the very Dregs of the People; who, en- 
raged with the continual Deceptions he play’d upon them, 
broke out now into Diforders and Tumults againft him and 
his Family, in Refentment for his having mifled them into 
Error, as to Notions of Government. 


As to the Fray that happened, there was-not as much as 
afingle Gentleman, or Freeholder, or fubftantial Farmer, 
concerned in it; and yet you have been told above, that a 
confiderable Number of fuch Perfons appear'd at the Tau- 
rira, diftinguifhed with P/aed Vefts, and other Marks of 
Difaffection, who fell upon the moft fublime Don Fuan del 
Protubero, and one or two more of his Party, in fo very 
outragious a Manner, as even the higheft Provocation could 
hardly juftify. Not content with ftigmatizing the Province 
with the infamous Brand of Difloyalty on that Occafion, 
it has been moft audacioufly and falfely publifhed in the 
Madrid-Gazette, that feveral of the principal Inhabitants 
of our Country affembled together in Hunting-Matches, 
diftinguithed with her Plaeds, to affront the Government, 
and infult it’s Friends ; infomuch, that we have been leok’d 





upon in a rebellious Light throughout the whole Realm, 
whereas nothing could have been more falfe. Tho’ I de- 
fend the Gentry, Freeholders, and fubftantial Farmers, from 
the fcandalous Imputation which has been indifcriminatcly 
caftuponthem ; yet I am fo far from attempting any thing 
in Juftification of the Canaille, by whom the Outrage was 
committed, that I have nothing to offer, either to cover, 
or even extenuate, their Crime; fo leaving them to the 
Severity of Dow Fuan, and the Crown-Offce Inquifition, 1 
fhall proceed to give you the Truth of this famous Fray, 
and the Promoters of and Aftors a it, from fuch an Autho- 
rity as no Perfon can well deny. 

You are to underftand then, that ‘‘ Kit, the Dancing- 
Mafter ; Daz, the Yeoman; Yom, the Baker; W%7//, the 
Wheelwright ; Dick, the Glazier ; Will, the Breeches- 
Maker ; Wii/, the Barber; Yom, the Taylor; Jom, the 
Yeoman; Will, the Dyer,— a topping Trade this !— 
Dick, the Skinner; Harry, the Labourer ; Will, the La- 
bourer ; Charles, the Baker ; Bob, the Clothier; Dick, the 
Waggoner ; and divers other Malefactors and Difturbers of 
the Peace toa very confiderable Number, being armed with 
Wuips, Sticks, Clubs, Staves, and other Weapons offenfive 
and defenfive, and being Perfons of wicked and malicious 
Minds, and of unruly and turbulent Tempers and Difpofi- 
uous, did, on the Raw-Day, &%c. with Force and Arms, un- 
larosfully, rictoufly, routoufly, and tumultuoufly aflemble and 
gather themfelves together, with an Intent to break and dif- 
turb the Peace; and being fo aflembled and armed with 
Wuips, &c. and having conceived very unrcafonable 
Malice and Ill.Will againft the moft fublime Don Juan 
del Protubero, who had been partaking of the Diverfions 
of the Zaurira, and returning home, did unlawfully, riot- 
oufly, rontoufly, and violently purfue and follow his Sub/imity, 
being then and there in Peace of God and King Philip; 
and then and there did make an Affault and Affray, and 
upon the Head, Neck, Back, Shoulders, and other Parts of 
the Body, with Whips, &c. did Jick, ripe, fcourge, and 
alfo with great huge Sticks, Clubs, Truncheons, and Blud- 
geons, then and there wxlaw/fully, rittoufly, routonfly, and 
violently, divers heavy and fevere Bangs, Blows and Kuock- 
downs, did give and deal to the aforefaid moff noble Don ; 
infomuch, that his Head, Neck, Shoulders, Back, and 
Rump, became very forely wounded, cut, bruifed and hurt : | 
And he was then and there put into great Terror, Dread, 
Peril, and Danger of his Life ; tho’ they, the faid Rioters 
and Routers, very well knew, that the Head fo broken, 
and the Neck and Shoulders fo licked and whaleboned, and 
the Back and Rump fo bruifed, did really and truly ap- 
pertain and belong unto and were Part of the aforefaid moft 
fublime Don Juan: And yet the faid Kit Trip-about, did, 
with a loud Stentorian Voice, in an infolent and audacious 
Manner, then and there cry out, G—d d—» the D—, 
(meaning the faid Don Fuan) and all other P—rs, Pofts 
and Pillars in the Realm; and other Mitchief, in and upon 
the faid Don Juan, then and there with Force and Arms, 
unlawfully, riotoufly, routoufly, and malicioufly, did do, 
Ee. Se.” 

Now, Sir, the above is a fair and juit Relation of the | 
Fray, copied from the Mitates of Tom Barretor, a Procurer | 
or Attorney near us, as they were taken in his own formal | 
Language on the Spot ; fo that you will find the Malefaéfors | 
and Difturbers of the Peace, are fo far from being the Gen- 





tlemen and principal Inhabitants of the Province, that on 
the contrary it appears they are the very Dregs of it, be- 
low the Notice and Refentment of Dom Juan and his 
Friends to have provoked by the firft Blow. 

The very fame turbulent and wicked Cenai/le, and not 
the Gentry, Freeholders, and fubftantial Farmers, did, in 
like Manner affemble, and riotou/y, routon/y, and tumult. 
uoufly attacks, lick, knock down, and battinado, the moft 
renowned Don Taraute; and vociferoully (angiicé, in loud 
Voices) did bellow, hollow and whoop out Curfes and Im. 
precations againft the High-Titled Gowror, at the afore- 
faid Taurira; and did then and there, or there and then, 
make a very great Riot, Rout, Tumult, Difturbance, and 
Diforder, for the Space of a whole Hour or two, whoop- 
ing, hollowing, thouting, and committing great Evils and 
Outrages, againft him the faid Don Taranto; well knowing 
who he was, to wit, the hopeful Son and Heir of Don 
Gowron, the High-Titled Statefman Extraordinary, at the 
Head of the Affairs of Spain, and lately-become faithful 
Liegeman of King Philip ; any thing that may have been 
heretofore faid to the contrary thereof in any wife notwith- 
franding. 

As thefe Wretches are put into the Crowmn-Inguifition, "tis 
expected they will foon proceed to Trial with them, fo as 
that they may be feverely chaftized, unlefs the noble Gow- 
rom fhould relent, and confider their Defedtion as ina great 
Meafure owing to their former Attachment to him, when 
it was looked upon to be no Crime to curfe the P—rs of 
the R——Im ; or at leaft not deferving the Notice of the 
Inquifition, while they herded in his Train, and hollow'd 
and whoop'd it away for him, before he became /o aweil 
convinced of the Virtue and Uprightnefs of the Government 
of King Philip, and of the Meatures he fo long oppos'd in 
his Minitlers. 

Tis faid, that thefe rioting Routers, or rather reuting 
Rioters, infill they are juft Obje&s of Clemency from Don 
Fuanand Don Tarentum, as they had not fo fair an Oppor- 
tunity to be inftruéted againit the Error, which shey were 
bred in under their Influence, as their Betters had: ‘They 
did not know it was become expedient to change Manners 
and Principles, and thought it was a Point of Honour to 
perfift in the Opinion they had been taught at firt. To 
change with the Times, and hallow implicicly, now this 
way and then that way, asa great Man fhould think fit to 
vary, they confidered as an unpardonable Levity ; and fa 
were foolifh enough to turn their Backs on their old Leader 
and his Affociates, 

It had not been amifs to have fent a few Exci/emen and 
Cuflom- mongers to mix along with thefe People ; fo as, 
by them inftruéted, they might fall eafily in with their 
old Captain's new Tenets, and practice a Whoop and a Hal- 
low more agreeable to his Mind. But if the Great mutt 
be followed in their Variations by their old Friends and 
Attendants, it is but reafonable they fhould communicate 
to them a few of thofe cogent Rea/ons, which ferved to in- 
ftrudt their own Confciences in the Art of Conviction, 

Bat, after all, to curfe the C"{*ns and C*nc*ll*rs of 
the Crown, by fuch a wholefale invidious Expreffion, isa 
moft heinous Offence, as is likewife that difgracefol Term 
of No Gowron, pronounced with fo much Vehemence, and 
fo loud, and as much with a general Confent, as a kind of 
Sentence of O/traci/m. This implied as tho’ they withed 








to extinpat noble Name and Family out of the Pro- 
vince of Catalonia, Where they had fo long diitinpuifhed 
thomilelves as inviolable Partizans for the Houle of du/fria, 


as long as that Toute had the leat Glimmering of Hope 


loft, and to go further would be downright Madnefs and 
buflcing again the Air: Therefore they wilely founded 
a Retreat, and verv cordially joined the adverfe Side, in 


which they now fl.ine molt difinguibingl bright.

LONDON. 


By Private Letters received from Hanover, dated Auguft 
2, NS. we Iearn, that Expreffes were difpatched on the 
6th from Aix la Chapelle for London, Paris, and the 
Hague, with Copies of the Definitive Treaty, as fettled by 
the refpeétive Miniilers, for the Approbation of thole 
Courts; at the Return of which Fxpreffes, "tis thought, 
the Congrefs will be open'd, and the I'reaty figned in Form. 

The fame Letters mention the Duke of Cumberland’s 
Arrival at Hanover, as likewife the Princes of Heffe’s, the 
Dutchefs of Newcaftle’s, Sir’ Thomas Robinfon’s, and feve- 
ral other Perfons of Diitinéton; that his Majetty was never 
in better Health, and that the Court was never more bril- 
Jiant; that the Duke of Cumberland would itay there a 
Month at leaft, but that Sir ‘Thomas Robinfon was to fer 
out the next Morning for Aix la Chopelle. 

We hear thata Proclamation will be iflued this Week for 
taking off all Prohibitions witu Spain, and for opening a 
Trade with that Kingdom, Genoa, &c. 

By our Accounts from the feveral Dock Yards belonging 
to his Majefty, we have a Confirmation, that as fall as the 
Carpenters are difcharged, the French Agents pick them 
up and engage them at five, fix, or feven Shillings a Day, 
to Work in the French King’s Yards ; which Nominal Sum 
makes our People readily enter; who do not confider the 
Number of Hollidays they will. be obliged te keep, for 
which they have not to receive Pay ; the Arbitrary Mafter 
who are to direét them in their Bufinefs; and, what is 
worlt of all, the Improbability of ever returning home to 
their Native Country ; for, once they are employed in the 
King’s Docks, none maft ftir without a Paflport, which 
they may poffibly obiain—when they are paft their Labour. 
——No doubt thefe Agents employed promife many-Things 
that never will be fulfilled ; fuch as their Pay fhall be ad 

vanced, have a Liberty to return when ever they pleafe, 
&e, &c. But all who are well aequainted with the French 


Bevaviour, know, that by fuch Pretences, they have for | 


many Years drawn over the poor, unwary Irifhmen, who 
make up the beft Body of ‘Troops they have, and whofe 
gallant Behaviour has been acknowledged by a!! that have 
fought againit them ; and yct if one of thefe mifled Fellows, 
is found «20 Yards from the Walls of any ‘Town where 
they are quarter’d, they are order'd to be hanged up diredily ; 
and very few have efcaped Pamfhment + hen convitted ; 
in order to deter others from getting out of a Service that 
none would be iv, who had {een almoft any other. 

On Monday lait as the Company of Vintners were going 
up the Rivera Swan-Upping, according to anal Cuftom, 


they faw their Royal Highnefles the Prince and Princefs of 


Wales, in their Barge going to Kew; on which Sir Daniel 
Lambert ard the Court of Afliftints fent a Meflage to ac- 
quaint them, that they did themfelves theHonour to diink 
their Royal Higneffes Healths ; hereuponthe Prince o: dered 
his Barge to fall in between that in which the Company 
were, and another that held their Ladies ; in which Situa- 
tion they continued for near two Hours, during which Time 
their Royal Highoefles converfed with them in the m: it affa- 
ble Manner. Soon after the Barges joined, Prince George, 
Priace Edward, and Prineefles Auguita, came down in their 
Barge, and went on board that of their Royal Father ; 
the Company then drank their Healths, which was molt 
obligingly returned by that Illuflrious Family ; who alfo 
drank Succefs to Trade, Profperity to the City of London, 
the Worfhipful Company of Vintners, their Ladies, &c. 
While this was doing his Royal Highnefs fent the Ladies 
Sweatmeats, Pine Apples, Burgundy, and Champaign ; 
and the Gentlemen, Claret; in fine, after {pending this 
‘Time with his accutlomed Freedom and Good-Nature, he 
took his Loave in the molt genteel Manner ; and was 
plated to c. der ten Guiueas to be given to the Company's 
Watermen.

drowned. A Boy which was with them ran for Help, but 
it came to late. 

Lait Saturday Night a Fire broke out in the Dwelling 
Houfe of Mr. Richard Spellman at Hoodwood in Hamp- 
thire, which confumed the faid Houfe, and feveral Hay- 
ricks and out Houfes; and an Infant about five Months old 
perithed in the Flames. 

‘Luefday one Hurman, Labourer to a Gardener near 
Camberwell, was committed to the New Jail, for Ravith- 
ing a young Woman in the Fields near Mitcham, and after- 
wards ltripping her cf her Cloaths, &c.

‘Tharfday Mr. John Green, a Sadler, was attacked by a 
fingle Highwayman, on Hounflow Heath, who robb’d 
him of his Watch, four Guineas and fome Silver, and took 
Mr. Green’s Horfe and drove his own towards Wimbleton, 
and Mr. Green was forced to go to Hounflow on Foot. 

By Letters from Newcaftle, of the 30th of laft Month, 
we hear the famous Dods (concerned with Leathead, Maben, 
and Samuel, in that Town, and King’s Evidence againtt the 
two laft for coining) is one of the Gang, if not the principal 
Perfon taken up for coining in Kent: So that at lait he is 
like to meet the Fate he has often richly deferved, and 
narrowly elcap’d there.

Extra& of a Letter frors a Gentleman in the Parifh of Saline 
in Fifefhire, dated Fuly 24. 

** Yefterday two very melancholy Accidents happened 
in my Neighbourhood: William Reid, Tenant in-Barn- 
fide of Salin, was killed by Thunder and Lightning, in 
overfeeing his Cattle in the Fields: And that Afiernoon the 
Lady Wardlaw of Craizhoufe and her Man servant, in 
their Return from hearing Sermon at Toryburn, were un- 
fortunately drowneed in the Cowfland Burn, overflown by 
the great Fall of Rain in the ‘Time of the Thunder; and 
were carricd by the Impetuofity of the ‘Torrent near two 
Miles down, before they were found.” 

Edinburgh, July 25. On Saturday laft died of a Fever, 
atJeanfield, near Dalkeith, in the fifty-ninth Year of his 
Age, David Vifcount of Stormont, Lord Balvaird, Cock- 
pool, and Lochmaben. He is furceeded in his Honours 
and Eftate by his only Son David, now Vifcount of Stor- 
mont.
